the guadiest of gaudy wall papers. On 
this the corpse is eventually cremated, 
the ashed being collected in an urn for 
deposit In the kyoung to which tlio 
i-uuoiigyee belonged, or, if liis rank 
was sufficiently high, as the foundation 
for an, umbrella-topped pagoda. Rang- 
ed on the four sides of the rectangle 
are 
sheds occupied by phoougyeea 


from the neighboring villages. The pu- 
pils of each of these phoongyees bring 
a "pyathat," a towering structure o£ 
the ever-useful bamboo, with a sort of 
shelf on the top to hold a coffin, pra- 
sumably to do honor to the deceased. 
As almost every village here has its 
kyoung the higher the degree of the 
deceased priest the larger the number 
of "pyathate." 


The taboots are of different shapes, 


some like elephants, others like China- 
men, says the Times ot Burmuh. One 
enterprising village furnished a Bur- 
m-anized version o_f an English lady, 
not forgetting the sunshade. Another 
village's exhibit—for that is what they 
resolve themselves into—was a chin, 
all made with a little shelf to hold 
the coffin. The myook, in some cases 
a. sadow, high priost, 1 suppose, occu- 
pies a shed on the side of the rectan- 
gle opposite the pyre. At a given sig- 
nal, the beat of a deep-toned gong, the 
taboots ara brought one by ono from 
their places to the shed of the phoon- 
gyee byan president, having taken on 
its way the coffin from the platform 
(the coffin being more or less securely 
fastened to the "pyathats")- I may add 
that the villagers who carry the "pya- 
thats" generally form themselves in- 
to a band of dancers, called a "hanp- 
we." 


Almost every one In Burmah is fa- 


miliar with the contortions of hand 
and body that constitute the Burman 
dance, so I will not inilict you with a 
description of the details of the "bans" 
beyond mentioning that one branch 
are known as the "chetty han," the 
"poe thi daw han" and so on. Well, 
arrived at the principal shed the band 
of dancers arrange themselves before 
the "pyathat" and begin a sensuous 
dance to a chorus that goes with a lilt, 
and is simply irresistible to the gay 
Burman, tho coffin meanwhile being 
hustled in its perch 
as the bearers 


sway to and fro in wild rhythm to the 
weird music. After all the "pyathats" 
have had their turn the body is taken 
out of the coffin and burned and every 
one goes home jovially drunk. I do 
not pretend to know how things are 
done in other parts of Burmah, but 
this is how I see them done in Salin 
and Sinbyuyun. Several 
free fights, 


ending in broken heads, took place be- 
tween villagers'carrying "pyathats." 
There is some mystic rivalry at the 
bottom.

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MOTIVE IN DISPUTE. 


Desperate Encounter Occurs In 


a Villap;e Bank. 


TWO MEN RECEIVE MORTAL WOUNDS 


An Aged Cnsliier Mercilessly Beaten 


With a Hummer In the Hands of a 
Stranger, Who Subsequently Mixes 
Up With a Fanner and Is Fatally 
but Accidentally Shot. 


Chicago, Sept. 21.—A stranger named 


Walter Lawton entered the Bank of 
Palatine, Ills., a village 20 miles from 
this city. 


Frederick J. Filbert, the cashier, was 


alone in the bank. 
In a scuffle that 


ensued Filbert was mortally wounded 
by blows on the head with a tack ham- 
mer in the hands of Lawton. 
Henry 


Plaggo, 70, a farmer, entered the bank 
at this moment and was immediately 
-attacked. A desperate struggle follow- 
ed for possession of the hammer with 
which the farmer was 'being belayed 
over the head. 
The men fell to the 


floor and Lawton pulled out a revolver, 
which was accidentally discharged, the 
bullet entering the abdomen of its pos- 
sessor. 


A large crowd had now gathered and 


the combatants were separated. 
Law- 


ton and Cashier Filbert will probably 
die, and Farmer Plaggo is dangerously 
hurt. 
. 


The motive of the deadly assault is 


eaid to have been robbery, Lawton de- 
nies this. He claims that Cashier Fil- 
bert alienated the affections of his wife 
five years ago in New York and hia 
purpose was revenge. Filbert says he 
has not been in New York for 20 years. 


Anti-Trust Conference. 


St. Louis, Sept. 21.—A goodly crowd 


was in attendance at the sessions of the 
anti-trust conference. Strong speeches 
were made by.the governors and attor- 
neys general of several states, all exem- 
plifying methods for controlling cor- 
porations in vogue in their respective 
commonwealths. 
Trusts were vigor- 


ously denounced by all the orators, 
Governor Jones of Arkansas holding 
(hat the mam loves not his country who 
defends business combinations. Gov- 
ernor Pingree stated that a federal law 
would wipe out the "evil." The speak- 
ers refrained 
from 
expressions that 


would give the conference a political 
complexion. 


DREYFUS ILL. 


Rumor That He Has Only a Few 
; 
More Months to Live. 


Paris, Sept. 21. — Dreyfus is so ill 


that he can live only a few months. 
The govei-nment has promised to watch 
over and protect hint, and has recom- 
mended that he live on the Riviera. It 
is not unlikely that he will accept the 
villa offered him during the trial by 
the Prince of Monte Carlo. 


Statement of Dreyfus. 


Paris, Sept. 21.—The Aurore publish- 


es the following declaration from for- 
mer Captain Dreyfus: "The govern- 
ment of the republic has given me my 
liberty. But liberty is nothing to me 
without honor. 
From today I shall 


continue to seek 
reparation for the 


frightful judicial error of which I re- 
main the victim. I wish France to 
know by a definitive judgment that I 
am innocent. My heart will only be at 
rest when there remains not a single 
Frenchman .who imputes to me. the 
abominable crime perpetrated by an- 
other." 


His Movements. 


Nantes, France, Sept. 21.- -Captain 


Dreyfus arrived from Reunes, accompa- 
nied by his brother Matthieu. After a 
brief lunch they boarded a Bordeaux 
train. It is believed the brothers alight- 
ed at an intermediate station to take 
a fresh start in an unknown direction. 
They are traveling as ordinary pas- 
sengers, and thus far have refrained 
from any attempt to secure privacy. 


Appeal to the President. 


Newark, N. J., Sept. 21.—The Na- 
lonal Union of Catholic- Young Men's 
societies, in session here, adopted reso- 
utions calling upon President McKin- 
ey to investigate the reports that Cath- 
lic churches in the Philippines have 
ieen desecrated and despoiled of sacred 
vessels and vestments by soldiers of 
he United States. 


To Assist Indianapolis. 


Indianapolis, Sept. 21.—The Repub- 


lican state committee met and discuss- 
ed the city campaign. 
It was deter- 


mined to lend the Indianapolis Repub- 
lican committee all of the assistance 
possible, and it was also determined to 
see that some of the Republicans here 
who have a warm feeling for the Dem- 
ocratic candidate for mayor give their 
attention to the Republican ticket in 
the future, 
rhe members of the state 


committee insisted that the city com- 
mittee make -an aggressive campaign, 
as a Democratic-victory would have a 
bad effect on the state at large. 


Earthquake In Alaska. 


Seattle, Wash., Sept. 21.—The steamr 


ship. City of Topeka arriy.ed from Lynn., 
canal with news of a terrible earth- 
quake, which began Sept. 3 and contin- 
ued until Sept. 10. The steamer Dora 
carried the news to Juneau. The earth- 
quake extended from Liteuya bay, 150 
miles-below Yakutat, 500 miles north- 
west into the Cook inlet country. 
It 


was the greatest phenomenon witness- 
ed in Alaska since a similar occurrence 
in the Russian clays. 
Three distinct 


shocks were felt at Juneau. 
Buildings 


were badly shaken. 


Paper Advances. 


New York, Sept. 21.—News paper has 


gone up a quarter of a cent a pound 
within the last three weeks. The news- 
papers of New York city, according to 
an official of the company which sup- 
plies all but two of the papers printed 
in this city, use 400 tons of paper daily 
at a cost of 2 cents a pound. The re- 
cent sharp advance means ?2,000 a day. 
The tendency is to raise the price stil! 
higher. The advance is due partly to 
the drought of last summer, which se- 
riously impaired the water power of 
the paper mills. 


Reducing Kxpcnses. 


Madrid, Sept. 21.—The cabinet met 


in council and discussed at great length 
the necessity of making all possible 
economies in the budget in order to 
satisfy public opinion and 
meet the 


needs of the country. Each minister 
was urged to roport what further cur- 
tailment waspossible inhis department. 
U was decided that the interest on the 
Cuban bonds should be paid by the
